Several years later, Dayan 
Khan of the Yuans replaced the Oirat on the throne and finally 
united the country. At the time he was known as the “little 
prince’, though history remembered him as a wise and brilliant 
leader. But his accomplishments survived only a short while 
after him: after the premature death of his grandson and heir, 
Bodi Alag, tensions between east and west resumed. It would 
be another of his descendants from the same generation, Altan 
Khan, who would successfully reestablish apparent peace and 
resumption of trade with China.
